Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen 

1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  statutorily  required  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  conditions  pertaining  to  the  Borough  during 
the  year  1963. 

Population 

The  mid-year  population  in  1963  according  to  the  estimate  of  the 
Registrar-General  was  39,120,  an  increase  of  1,040  over  the  year  since 
the  previous  estimate.  Seventy-two  per  cent,  of  the  increase  was 
attributable  to  inward  migration  and  the  remaining  twenty-eight 
per  cent,  to  natural  excess  of  births  over  deaths. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  were  703,  an  increase  of  34  on  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

The  crude  birth  rate  again  showed  a small  increase  to  17.97  per 
1,000  population.  The  adjusted  birth  rate,  i.e.  corrected  by  the 
Registrar-General’s  comparability  factor  was  also  17.97  as  compared 
with  the  provisional  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  18.2  per  1,000 
population. 

Illegitimate  births  increased  in  number  to  32,  six  more  than  1962 
and  double  the  average  yearly  number  during  the  five  year  period 
1951-1955. 

Deaths 

Deaths  totalled  407,  an  increase  of  36  over  1962  and  yielded  a 
crude  death  rate  of  10.4.  The  adjusted  death  rate  of  11.4  per  thousand 
population  remained  fractionally  below  that  of  the  provisional  figure 
of  12.2  per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  12  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  six  fewer 
than  in  1962  and  numerically  the  same  as  in  1960  and  1961.  There 
was  consequently  a decline  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  to  17.07  per 
thousand  live  births : the  national  figure  is  provisionally  21.1  per 
thousand  live  births. 

Still  births  were  again  12  in  number,  as  in  1962,  and  the  still  birth 
rate  of  16.78  per  1,000  total  births  corresponded  closely  to  the  pro- 
visional national  figure  of  17.2  per  thousand  total  births. 


Infectious  Disease 

Following  on  the  negligible  incidence  in  1962,  Measles  was  again 
of  epidemic  proportions,  with  a total  of  515  cases. 

Pneumonia  also  showed  a sharp  increase  in  number  to  22. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  and  the  only 
other  notifications  were  of  minimal  (Whooping  Cough)  or  usual 
(Puerperal  Pyrexia)  proportions. 

The  number  of  infants  under  the  age  of  two  who  were  vaccinated 
against  Smallpox  fell  appreciably,  notwithstanding  the  relatively 
recent  scare  of  1962.  Only  207  children  under  two  were  vaccinated  as 
compared  with  416  in  1961.  A contributory  factor  was  probably  the 
alteration  in  the  time  of  infant  vaccination  recommended  by  the 
Standing  Medical  Advisory  Committee,  who  advised  that  “vaccination 
should  be  offered  to  children  during  their  first  two  years  of  life,  but 
preferably  during  their  second  year.” 

The  response  to  infant  immunisation  and  school  child  re-immuni- 
sation against  Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis  was  maintained  at  a 
reasonably  satisfactory  level.

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  39,120  as  the  mid-year 
population  indicates  an  increase  of  1,040  over  that  of  the  preceding 
year.  The  natural  increase  (excess  of  the  number  of  births  over  that 
of  deaths)  shows  an  increase  of  20  on  the  preceding  year  ; as  the  number 
of  deaths  remained  constant,  the  increase  was  wholly  due  to  the  in- 
creased number  of  births. 

On  the  basis  of  the  above  estimate,  some  743  more  people  came 
to  reside  in  the  Borough  than  left.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority 

Full  particulars  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council, 
Medical,  Sanitary  and  Clerical,  including  in  each  case  information 
as  to  their  special  diplomas  or  certificates  of  qualification  as  well  as 
their  offices  and  duties,  have  been  incorporated  on  page  3 at  the 
beginning  of  this  Report. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital, 
Winchester,  continued  to  undertake  the  bacteriological  examination 
of  pathological  material,  water,  sewage,  milk  and  other  foodstuffs  : 
serological  examinations  (other  than  that  of  Venereal  Disease)  ; and 
routine  examinations  of  milk  and  ice  cream  (phosphatase  and  methylene 
blue  tests).  These  services  were  extensively  used  and  appreciation 
is  recorded  of  the  co-operation  and  help  received  from  the  Laboratory. 

The  services  of  the  Southampton  County  Borough  Analyst  were 
available  for  chemical  analyses  of  water,  sewage,  etc. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  Service,  organised  by  the  County  Council  under 
the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  continued  to 
operate  locally  from  a Sub-station  in  Leigh  Road,  under  the  adminis- 
stration  of  the  Main  Station  for  the  Central  Ambulance  Area  of  the 
County  at  Winchester.  The  effective  deployment  of  ambulances 
within  the  area  requires  that  movements  be  co-ordinated  by  the  Main 
Station  to  which  all  requests  should  be  directed  : —

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Hospital  Car  Service. — The  transport  to  and  from  hospital  of 
non-urgent,  non-inf ectious  cases,  which  do  not  require  lifting  or  the 
services  of  an  ambulance,  may  be  arranged  through  the  Hospital  Car 
Service  (administered  jointly  by  the  Order  of  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  Women’s  Voluntary  Service 
as  agents  of  the  County  Council)  on  application  to  the  Hospital  which 
the  patient  is  to  attend. 

Domiciliary  Nursing  and  Midwifery 

Combined  midwifery  and  general  nursing  services  were  provided 
in  the  Chandler’s  Ford  area  by  four  nurses,  three  of  whom  were  attached 
to  individual  practices. 

The  remainder  of  the  Borough  was  covered  by  two  whole-time 
midwives  and  three  whole-time  general  nurses.

Measles 

With  1963  as  an  epidemic  year  of  515  cases,  the  relatively  recently 
established  pattern  of  a year  of  low  incidence  being  followed  by  one  of 
prevalence,  was  maintained. 

The  epidemic  built  up  rapidly  to  a peak  in  February  and  had 
subsided  by  the  end  of  March,  to  be  followed  by  isolated  cases  from 
May  to  September.

The  incidence  under  the  age  of  two  showed  slight  increases  attri- 
butable to  a disproportionate  incidence  in  the  under  ones  in  the  West 
Ward  and  in  the  1-2  year  olds  in  Chandler’s  Ford  Ward.  Children 
over  the  age  of  ten  and  adults  were  affected  in  22  instances  and  com- 
prised an  unusually  high  4.2  per  cent,  of  the  total  cases. 

No  deaths  were  attributable  to  Measles. 


Whooping  Cough 

Eight  notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  Whooping  Cough  ; 
all  in  children  under  the  age  of  five  and  mainly  comprised  of  three 
pairs  of  siblings. 

Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

A scheme  for  Whooping  Cough  immunisation  was  inaugurated 
in  1955. 

The  County  Council,  being  the  Local  Health  Authority,  received 
Ministerial  approval  to  their  proposals  to  make  arrangements  for 
immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  and  consequently  undertakes 
the  supply  of  vaccines  and  financial  responsibility  for  the  operation  of 
the  scheme.  The  local  administration  of  the  scheme  is  devolved  upon 
the  district  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Stocks  of  Suspended  Pertussis  Vaccine  (i.e.  for  Whooping  Cough 
immunisation  alone).  Suspended  Diphtheria  Pertussis  Vaccine  (i.e. 
for  the  combined  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough)  and  of  Triple  Antigen  (i.e.  for  the  combined  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus)  are  held  at  the 
Health  Department,  197,  Leigh  Road,  and  are  available  to  practitioners 
in  the  area,  to  Child  Welfare  and  Immunisation  Clinics,  and  to  immuni- 
sation sessions  held  periodically  at  schools  in  association  with  the 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  scheme. 

Wdth  each  type  of  vaccine,  three  injections  at  intervals  of  at  least 
a month  are  required  to  effect  satisfactory  primary  immunisation. 
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It  is  most  desirable  to  establish  an  immunity  reaction  as  early 
as  possible  in  the  first  year  of  life.  Immunisation  should  therefore 
be  started  at  3-4  months  and  advantage  taken  of  the  simultaneous 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  available  in  the  Triple 
Antigen  Vaccine,  when  this  is  practicable.  The  Pertussis  vaccine  is 
available  for  separate  primary  immunisation  or  for  reinforcing  previous 
immunisation  against  whooping  cough. 

Information  is  sent  to  the  mothers  of  infants,  when  the  infant 
reaches  the  age  of  2^  months,  advising  them  of  the  facilities  available 
and  encouraging  them  to  take  advantage  of  these  facilities. 

The  effect  of  immunisation  is  to  put  the  bodily  defences  in  a state 
of  readiness  to  counteract  infection  by  the  micro-organism  responsible 
for  causing  the  disease.  Depending  upon  the  scale  and  vigour  of  the 
surprise  attack,  it  may  be  able  to  repel  the  attack  without  their  being 
any  disturbance  to  the  normal  health  or  it  may  succeed  only  in  delaying 
the  progress  of  the  attack  white  reserve  forces  are  called  up.  It  follows, 
therefore,  that  cases  of  whooping  cough  are  going  to  occur  in  children 
who  have  been  immunised  and,  equally,  that  this  does  not  mean  that 
such  children  have  derived  no  benefit  from  immunisation. 

The  majority  of  children  in  the  area  receive  their  whooping  cough 
immunisation  in  the  form  of  Triple  Antigen. 


Scarlet  Fever 

Nineteen  Sixty-three  was  the  second  successive  year  in  which  no 
notification  of  this  disease  was  received. 


Erysipelas 

This  other  infection  by  a similar  organism  to  that  causing  Scarlet 
Fever  was  absent  for  the  third  consecutive  year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

No  notification  of  this  once  prevalent  cause  of  blindness  has  been 
received  during  the  past  five  years. 

Puerperal  P3rrexia 

Notifications  were  received  of  eighteen  instances  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  in  maternity  home  patients.  The  causation  was  attributed  to  :

The  twenty-two  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  widely  distributed 
throughout  various  age  groups  with  twelve  of  them  in  persons  over  the 
age  of  55  and  four  in  children  under  the  age  of  five. 

Poliomyelitis 

The  year  passed  without  record  of  the  disease — the  fourth  year 
in  succession. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

As  with  other  immunisation  procedures,  the  County  Council  are 
primarily  responsible  for  arranging  the  availability  of  poliomyelitis 
vaccination,  with  the  local  administration  of  the  Scheme  devolved 
upon  the  district  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Under  these  arrangements,  poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  made 
available  to  all  persons  in  the  priority  groups  designated  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  i.e. 

(a)  All  those  who  have  not  reached  the  age  of  40. 

{b)  All  persons  in  the  following  special  groups  : 

1.  General  practitioners 

2.  Ambulance  staff 

3.  Hospital  staff  who  come  into  contact  with  patients. 

4.  Medical  Students 

5.  Practising  dental  surgeons,  dental  students,  dental 

hygienists,  student  hygienists  and  dental  surgeons’ 
chairside  assistants 

6.  Practising  nurses  not  working  in  hospitals 

7.  Public  Health  staff  who  may  come  into  contact  with 

poliomyelitis  cases 

8.  The  families  of  the  above  groups 

9.  Expectant  mothers 

10.  Persons  going  to  visit  or  reside  in  a country  outside 
Europe,  other  than  Canada  or  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Stocks  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  were  maintained  at  the  Public 
Health  Department,  available  for  General  Practitioners,  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officers  and  Factory  Doctors. 

As  from  the  1st  January,  1961,  poliomyelitis  vaccination  with 
inactivated  poliomyelitis  vaccine  was  made  available  to  anyone  not 
included  under  these  arrangements.  This  was  not,  however,  an 
extension  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  Scheme,  but  an  extension  of 
National  Health  Service  facilities.  Vaccination  was  to  be  carried  out 
by  the  General  Practitioner  with  vaccine  obtained  on  prescription 
through  the  pharmaceutical  service. 

Oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  which  became  available  in  February, 
1962  progressively  supplanted  the  use  of  inactivated  vaccine.  The 
oral  vaccine  was  particularly  suitable  for  sessional  work  and  was  used 
exclusively  for  fourth  doses  and  for  previously  unimmunised  children 
at  school  sessions.

Diphtheria 

There  was  again  no  case  of  Diphtheria,  the  seventeenth  successive 
year. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

When  the  baby  is  2^  months,  each  mother  of  a baby  known  to 
be  in  the  area  is  acquainted  of  the  facilities  by  means  of  which  she 
may  have  her  baby  immunised,  and  is  urged  to  have  this  done  whether 
by  her  own  doctor,  or  at  a Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

With  the  co-operation  of  Head  Teachers,  arrangements  are  made 
to  hold  immunisation  sessions  at  each  school  periodically,  so  that  any 
child  not  previously  immunised  may  be  immunised  and  so  that  pre- 
viously immunised  children  may  have  their  immunity  reinforced  by  a 
single  injection — this  is  recommended  at  intervals  of  five  years  during 
school  life.  Cards  are  issued  to  parents  from  the  School  to  acquaint 
them  of  these  facilities  and  of  the  desirability  of  reinforcement  of  previous 
immunisation,  and  so  that  written  consent  is  obtained  before  any 
child  is  injected.  Cards  are  only  issued  to  those  known  to  be  due  for 
reinforcement  or  in  respect  of  whom  no  record  of  primary  immunisation 
is  held. 
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In  Table  (A) — page  27 — are  shown  the  numbers  of  children  re- 
corded as  having  received  a course  of  primary  immunisation  or  of 
having  had  a reinforcing  injection  during  the  year  ; these,  with  some 
variations  within  the  respective  groups,  were  generally  at  similar 
levels  to  those  of  recent  years. 

Table  (B)  shows  the  overall  number  of  immunised  children  in 
age  groups  and  distinguishing  those  who  have  been  immunised  or 
re-immunised  within  the  last  five  years  and  who  are  therefore  presumed 
to  have  an  adequate  level  of  immunity. 

Smallpox 

There  was  neither  case,  nor  contact,  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  year  under  review  is  the  first  one  since 
the  adoption  of  the  Standing  Medical  Advisory  Committee’s  advice 
that  “vaccination  should  be  offered  to  children  during  the  first  two 
years  of  life,  but  preferably  during  the  second  year.” 

It  could  be  the  results  in  1963  represents  those  of  a year  of  trans- 
ition, but  some  time  must  necessarily  elapse  before  there  could  be 
general  public  acceptance  of  primary  infant  vaccination  a year  later 
than  the  age  at  which  it  had  come  to  be  associated. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination 

The  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  secondary  school  children  against 
Tuberculosis  continued  during  the  year  and  a further  539  were 
vaccinated. 


Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  16  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  9 male 
and  7 female,  were  notified  in  respect  of  persons  normally  resident  in 
the  Borough.  Six  of  these  cases  were  in  one  family,  attributed  to 
importation  of  the  infection  by  a relative  ; another  three  cases  occurred 
in  one  family  from  a revival  in  the  mother  of  an  earlier  infection. 
Information  was  also  received  that  2 cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
had  moved  into  the  district  from  another  area. 

The  age  and  sex  of  new  cases  within  the  Borough  is  shown  in  the 
second  table.  Two  deaths  were  attributed  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  ; 
one  in  a female  of  79,  one  in  a male  of  34.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1963,  which 
deals  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough,  Housing  and 
Food  Hygiene. 

The  enlarging  and  improvement  of  Monks  Brook  at  Chandler’s 
Ford  together  with  refuse  disposal,  rats  and  mice  destruction  and  the 
control  of  noise  nuisances  have  been  the  principal  problems  dealt  with 
by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  within  the  Borough  during  1963 
was  364  as  compared  with  436  in  1962.  The  number  of  houses  in- 
spected and  recorded  under  the  Housing  Consolidated  Regulations 
was  86,  of  which  28  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
The  eighth  and  part  of  the  ninth  year’s  programme  in  the  Council’s 
Slum  Clearance  programme  was  the  subject  of  a Public  Local  Inquiry 
held  in  the  Town  Hall  on  the  6th  November,  1963,  following  which 
the  Ministry  Inspector  visited  the  areas  concerned. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  at  the  Bacon  Factory  during 
1963  was  60,638,  which  is  a slight  decrease  of  3,568  on  the  previous  year.

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SECTION  IV 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


(a)  Water 

Eastleigh  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Southampton  Corporation 
Waterworks,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  C.  A.  Bradley,  B.Sc.,  M.I.C.E., 
A.M.I.Mech.E.,  M.I.W.E.,  (Waterworks  Engineer  and  Manager),  for 
the  following  information. 

(i)  The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  during  the 
year  1963  has  been  satisfactory  (a)  in  quantity  and  (b)  in 
quality. 

(n)  Regular  Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  both 
the  raw  and  treated  water. 

All  water  from  the  Corporation’s  sources  of  supply  is  treated 
before  distribution. 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  may  be 
afforded  from  any  one  or  more  of  the  three  following  sources  : 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Otterbourne. 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Twyford. 

River  Itchen  at  Otterbourne. 

After  treatment  the  waters  from  the  above  three  sources 
are  pumped,  as  required,  to  the  various  areas  supplied,  and 
separate  zones  of  supply  for  the  distribution  of  the  water 
from  each  source  are  not  maintained.  Samples  of  the  treated 
water  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken  at  various 
points,  and  the  three  following  groups  of  samples  are  sub- 
mitted as  covering  the  whole  of  the  supply  to  Eastleigh, 
which  must  pass  through  one  or  other  of  the  following  service 
reservoirs  : — 


Otterbourne  Reservoir. 
Twyford  Reservoir. 
Yew  Hill  Reservoir.

(m)  The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  is  free  from 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

{iv)  All  the  water  supplied  in  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  is  softened 
by  means  of  lime  process  and  sterilised  by  means  of  the 
“Chloramine”  treatment  (Chlorine  and  ammonia)  before 
distribution,  and  the  water  supplied  from  the  River  Itchen 
is  subject,  in  addition,  to  a process  of  sedimentation  (with 
the  addition  of  Sulphate  of  alumina)  followed  by  filtration 
through  rapid  gravity  sand  filters.  This  treatment  removes 
all  forms  of  contamination  from  the  raw  water. 

{v)  The  number  of  houses  supplied  as  at  31st  December,  1963, 
was  12,427.  There  were  no  supplies  by  stand-pipe.

All  inhabited  houses  within  the  Borough  are  provided  with  a 
supply  of  main  water. 


(c)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  drainage  system  of  the  district  is  of  the  “Partly  Combined” 
and  "Separate”  systems. 

In  the  centre  of  the  town  all  the  older  houses  are  on  the  "Partly 
Combined”  system,  the  storm  water  from  the  front  part  of  the  houses 
being  discharged  into  the  surface  water  sewers  via  pavement  channels 
and  street  gullies,  the  storm  water  from  the  backs  of  the  properties 
being  discharged  into  the  foul  water  sewers  via  the  sink  waste  gullies. 

In  the  older  portion  of  Chandler’s  Ford  the  whole  of  the  storm 
water  is  discharged  into  the  foul  sewers  and  in  times  of  heav}/-  rainfall, 
a large  amount  of  surface  water  is  discharged  into  the  foul  water  sewers. 

The  whole  of  the  surface  water  drainage  in  Chandler’s  Ford  has 
been  examined  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  risk  of  flooding  during 
inclement  weather  and  proposals  for  enlarging  and  improving  the 
several  culverts  in  the  area  are  under  consideration.  W^orks  of  im- 
provement on  Monks  Brook  have  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
Hampshire  River  Board  during  the  year,  the  brook  being  widened 
and  straightened  from  Chandler’s  Ford  Station  to  the  old  SewageWorks. 

The  Chickenhall  Sewage  Purification  Works  Extension  Scheme 
is  now  completed  and  producing  a satisfactory  effluent  acceptable  to 
the  Hampshire  Rivers  Board.

{d)  Closet  Accommodation 

The  majority  of  the  premises  within  the  Borough  boundary  are 
on  the  water  carriage  system,  but  a number  of  houses  in  the  unsewered 
area  of  Stoke  Common  still  use  the  conservancy  system. 

In  addition,  many  of  the  waterclosets  which  were  formerly  entered 
from  the  yard  or  garden,  have  been  converted  into  indoor  waterclosets 
in  conjunction  with  bathrooms  with  or  without  the  aid  of  Standard 
Grants  from  the  Council.  The  number  of  such  conversions  made 
with  the  aid  of  a Standard  Grant  during  the  year  under  review  was  30.

{e)  Public  Cleansing 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  method  of 
scavenging.  Dry  house  refuse  is  removed  weekly  in  mechanical 
vehicles  and  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  a worked  out  sand  pit  at  Fair 
Oak  and  a worked  out  gravel  pit  at  Hiltingbury. 

The  face  of  the  tips  are  treated  during  the  summer  months  to 
prevent  as  far  as  possible,  nuisance  from  flies  and  crickets  and  each 
dp  is  treated  periodically  to  prevent  infestation  by  rats. 

The  contents  of  pail  closets  are  collected  and  disposed  of  at  the 
Sewage  Works  for  filtration  and  the  contents  of  cesspools  are  collected 
by  mechanical  cesspool  emptiers  and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Works 
or  in  a sewer. 

Three  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  smell 
from  the  tip  at  Fair  Oak.  These  complaints  were  investigated  and 
dealt  with.

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(k)  Shops 

During  1963,  ninety-six  visits  were  paid  to  shops,  no  informal 
notices  were  served  and  none  complied  with. 

(l)  Smoke  Abatement 

The  changeover  from  solid  fuel  to  oil  fuel  has,  as  anticipated, 
resulted  in  fewer  complaints  of  smoke  nuisance  from  industrial  furnaces 
by  the  consequent  installation  of  new  automatically  controlled  plant. 

The  small  number  of  industrial  flue-  complaints  received  were  in 
relation  to  furnaces  burning  waste  material  and  it  is  these  incineration 
processes  which  appear  to  be  the  main  subject  of  complaint  and  which 
require  constant  vigilance  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

{m)  Noise  Nuisance 

The  complaints  of  nuisance  from  noise  received  during  the  year 
have  been  almost  entirely  in  relation  to  industrial  noise  and  vibration. 
The  principal  noises  concerned  were  : — 

(1)  High  frequency  air  duct  outlet  at  a Laundry  ; 

(2)  The  general  operation  noise  suffered  by  residents  in  close 
neighbourhood  to  the  British  Road  Services  Depot  ; 

(3)  Rowdiness  and  late  night  turning  out  noise  in  the  area  of 
a Youth  Club  ; 

(4)  A wide  range  of  noises  associated  with  a Motor  and  tractor 
repair  and  maintenance  Depot  in  the  close  vicinity  of  a large 
housing  estate. 

Some  improvement  in  conditions  was  achieved  in  every  case,  but 
in  the  main,  the  improvement  was  in  relation  to  “unnecessary  noises” 
which  were  found  to  be  occasioned  by  the  irresponsible  behaviour  of 
individual  employees.  With  regard  to  machinery  noises,  normal 
rule  of  thumb  methods  of  assessment  are  almost  useless  and  resort 
must  be  made  to  Noise  Level  Meters  by  which  the  frequency  and 
volume  of  the  noise  may  be  measured  over  a range  of  operating  periods 
and  the  results  compared  with  unofficial  international  standards  of 
tolerance.  In  this  respect,  I am  extremely  happy  to  record  my  appre- 
ciation for  the  collaboration  of  Professor  Richards  of  the  University 
of  Southampton. 

{n)  Rats  and  Mice 

The  Rodent  Control  section  of  the  Department  continued  with 
its  work  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  normal  quarterly  surveys  and  treatments  were  carried  out 
at  three  Hospitals,  two  timber  yards,  the  Road  Services  Depot,  two 
Agricultural  Plant  Depots  and  various  Schools. 

The  co-operation  with  the  Railway  Authorities  was  maintained, 
and,  as  in  previous  years,  the  Council’s  service  was  available  for  surveys 
and  treatments.  Twenty-one  treatments  were  given  to  various  sections 
of  railway  premises  during  the  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  a 10  per  cent,  test  baiting  of  the 
sewers  of  Eastleigh,  Bishopstoke  and  Chandler’s  Ford  was  carried  out. 
In  no  case  was  any  take  recorded. 
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All  Council  establishments  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and 
treated  as  follows  : —

Meetings  of  the  Hampshire  No.  2 Workable  Areas  Committee 
at  Fareham  were  attended  in  March  and  August,  and  the  opportunity 
was  taken  to  invite  the  attendance  of  a member  of  the  Railway  Com- 
mission's Eastleigh  staff.

(o)  Camping  Sites 

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  there  were  five  caravan 
sites  within  the  Borough,  viz  : — 

Three  sites  containing  24,  19  and  12  caravans  respectively,  all  of 
which  were  due  to  be  run  down  by  natural  wastage  after 
30th  December,  1963,  when  the  limited  planning  permissions 
expire. 

One  site  containing  14  caravans,  due  to  be  run  down  by  natural 
wastage  after  30th  September,  1964. 

One  site  containing  two  caravans  which  is  licensed  in  perpetuity. 

{p)  Bathing  Pools 

An  open  air  bathing  pool  has  been  provided  by  the  Council  for 
the  use  of  the  public. 

The  pool  has  a capacity  of  approximately  200,000  gallons,  providing 
in  its  length  a water  depth  of  from  3 to  7 feet.  The  pool  is  filled  with 
chlorinated  water  from  the  Southampton  Corporation’s  main. 

The  water  is  circulated  at  the  rate  of  37,500  gallons  per  hour, 
being  drawn  from  the  deep  end  of  the  Pool  through  a strainer  box  to 
remove  grosser  impurities,  thence  through  a horizontal  pressure  filter 
for  final  filtration.  Chlorine  is  injected  into  the  water  on  the  suction 
side  of  the  circulating  pump,  the  circulation  being  completed  by  the 
delivery  of  the  filtrated  and  sterilised  water  to  the  shallow  end  of  the 
pool.  A .suction  sweeper  is  provided  for  the  cleansing  of  the  floor 
of  the  pool. 
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During  the  year  eight  samples  of  the  pool  water  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  all  were  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory. 

Three  samples  were  also  taken  from  the  bathing  pool  at  the 
Shakespeare  Road  Primary  School  and  these  were  quite  satisfactory, 

{q)  Offensive  Trades 

There  are  three  offensive  trades  carried  on  within  the  Borough 
namely  : — 

Blood  Drying  Fat  Extraction  Rag  and  Bone  Dealing 

The  trades  of  blood  and  fat  extracting  are  established  on  the 
premises  of  Messrs.  Harris  (Eastleigh)  Ltd.,  and  are  carried  on  ancillary 
to  the  trade  of  bacon  curing.  The  factory  is  a modern  one  and  regularly 
inspected  by  the  Public  Health  Staff.  The  work  is  carried  on  without 
nuisance  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

{r)  Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough. 

(s)  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings 

There  are  no  registered  houses  let  in  lodgings  in  the  Borough. 

{t)  Rag  Flock 

There  are  no  premises  in  this  district  licensed  for  the  manufacture 
or  storage  of  rag  flock,  but  there  is  one  Arm  who  use  and  sell  rag  flock 
and  are  registered  by  the  Local  Authority  under  Section  2 of  the  Rag 
Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

(«)  Petroleum  (Regulation)  Acts,  1928  and  1936 

During  the  year  48  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum 
and  Carbide  of  Calcium,  entailing  the  storage  of  130,712  gallons  of 
Petroleum  and  5,112-lbs.  of  Carbide  of  Calcium. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Home  Office, 
ullage  or  pressure  testing  of  11  storage  tanks  over  20  years  old  was 
carried  out.  The  test  revealed  leaks  in  the  case  of  three  tanks  which 
were  immediately  rendered  safe  by  the  prompt  collaboration  of  the 
Hampshire  Fire  Service. 

The  defaulting  tanks  have  been  renewed  without  resort  to  formal 
action,  and  other  work  in  relation  to  vents,  tank  manholes  and  general 
fireproofing  has  continued.

Fifty-three  complaints  in  respect  of  housing  defects  and  dampness 
were  received  in  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1963.

Twenty  families  totalling  fifty  persons,  being  the  occupants  of  the 
fifteen  houses  in  the  above  Clearance  Areas,  have  been  rehoused  and 
the  said  fifteen  houses  demolished  during  the  current  year  in  pursuance 
of  the  “Borough  of  Eastleigh  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  No.  1,  1962.’’ 


Desborough  Road  and  Cranbury  Road 
Clearance  Areas 

An  official  representation  was  submitted  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  on  the  11th  April,  1963  in  respect  of  the  eighteen  houses 
known  as  Nos.  19  and  21,  Grantham  Road,  Eastleigh  and  Nos.  130  to 
160  (even  numbers  inclusive)  Cranbury  Road,  Eastleigh.  The  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  submitted  details  at  this  time  of  the  condition 
of  these  properties  and  their  unfitness. 

The  foregoing  was  considered  by  the  Public  Health  Committee 
who  also  gave  futher  consideration  to  the  official  representation  pre- 
viously submitted  concerning  the  unfitness  of  the  thirty-seven  houses 
known  as  Nos.  173  to  245  (odd  numbers  inclusive)  Desborough  Road, 
Eastleigh. 

On  the  25th  April,  1963  the  Council  resolved  that  a Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  be  made  under  Section  43  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957  for 
the  acquisition  of  the  premises  included  in  the  declared  Desborough 
Road  and  Cranbury  Road  Clearance  Areas  and  for  the  acquisition  of 
the  sites  of  the  former  Nos.  14  and  16,  Derby  Road,  Eastleigh  with  the 
remaining  vacant  land  lying  between  Desborough  Road,  Cranbury  Road, 
Grantham  Road  and  Derby  Road,  the  acquisition  of  which  is  reasonably 
necessary  for  the  satisfactory  development  or  use  of  the  cleared  areas. 
A copy  of  the  “Borough  of  Eastleigh  Compulsory  Purchase  Order 
No.  1,  1963’’  was  forwarded  for  confirmation  to  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  on  the  8th  July,  1963. 

A public  local  Inquiry,  for  the  hearing  of  objections  and  claims 
for  well-maintained  payments  received  to  the  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  was  held  on  the  6th  November,  1963  at  the  Town  Hall,  East- 
leigh, following  which  the  Ministry  Inspector  visited  the  Clearance 
Areas  and  inspected  the  houses.

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Report  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 


{A)  MILK 


(1)  Supply  and  Distribution 

The  control  of  milk  production  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  but  Local  Authorities,  whether 
or  not  they  be  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities,  control  the  processing  and 
distribution. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  sold  is  processed  and  bottled  at  central 
treatment  plants  outside  the  Borough,  and  conveyed  to  the  two  large 
storage  and  distribution  Depots  in  the  town. 

A third  dairy,  situated  in  Chandler’s  Ford,  processes,  bottles  and 
retails  milk  pasteurised  by  the  “Holder”  method. 

The  only  raw  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is  farm  bottled  “Tuberculin 
Tested”  milk,  distributed  by  two  of  the  dairies  from  two  farm  sources 
only.

(3)  Milk  Sampling,  etc. 

Routine  sampling  of  the  various  milks,  clean  bottles,  detergents 
and  rinse  waters  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  Samples  are  trans- 
ported in  an  insulated  container  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Winchester,  where  they  are  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination 
free  of  charge. 
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{a)  Pasteurised  Milk. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  ten  samples  were  taken,  of 
which  ninety-nine  proved  satisfactory.  Of  the  remaining  eleven,  three 
failed  the  Phosphatase  Test  but  passed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  A 
failure  of  this  kind  does  not  indicate  the  presence  of  contamination, 
but  rather  incomplete  pasteurisation.  Investigation  of  the  Dairyman’s 
methods  and  equipment  over  some  weeks  revealed  that  his  thermograph 
recording  thermometer  was  faulty.  A replacement  recording  ther- 
mometer was  acquired  and  subsequent  results  confirmed  that  the 
cause  of  the  failures  had  indeed  been  pinpointed. 

Eight  samples  were  declared  void.  In  this  respect,  the  dis- 
qualification of  these  samples  infers  no  discrepancy  on  the  part  of  the 
milk.  The  Regulations  governing  the  sampling  and  laboratory  testing 
of  milk  require  that  samples  shall  be  stored  at  atmospheric  shade 
temperature  at  the  laboratory  for  a prescribed  period  before  the  test 
is  commenced.  If,  during  this  storage  period,  the  shade  temperature 
exceeds  70°  F.,  the  methylene  blue  test  cannot  be  applied. 


{b)  Sterilised  Milk 

Thirty-three  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  complied 
with  the  turbidity  test. 

This  milk  is  supplied  by  a sterilising  and  bottling  establishment 
in  the  London  area. 


(c)  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk 

Dairies  receive  this  milk  already  bottled  from  the  farms,  but  the 
consumption  of  raw  designated  milk  is  now  considerably  diminished, 
the  bulk  of  the  milk  from  Tuberculin  Tested  Herds  being  consigned 
to  the  dairies  in  bulk  for  pasteurisation.  The  primary  responsibility 
for  the  standard  of  raw  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  rests  with  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  but  the  Local  Authority  have 
power  to  take  samples. 


{d)  Bottle  Washing  and  Filling  Plants 

Clean  bottles,  in  batches  of  six,  are  regularly  tested  for  sterility 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  accordance  with  the  following 
standards ; —

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{B)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 
(1)  Slaughter-houses 

The  Council  is  a constituent  member  of  the  Wessex  Slaughter- 
house Board,  which  carries  out  the  duties  of  the  local  authority  in 
relation  to  the  provision  of  public  slaughter-houses  and  slaughtermen 
and  ancillary  matters  in  conjunction  with  other  local  authorities  in 
Southern  Hampshire.  The  Board  licensed  one  private  slaughter- 
house in  the  Borough  during  the  year  namely  that  situated  at  the 
Bacon  Factory  of  Messrs.  Harris  (Eastleigh)  Ltd.,  a subsidiary  of 
Messrs.  Harris  (Caine)  Ltd. 

In  addition  to  the  daily  slaughtering  and  processing  of  a large 
number  of  home-bred  pigs  at  Messrs.  Harris’s  Factory,  there  is  also 
a considerable  trade  in  the  smoking  of  imported  bacon. 

The  vacuum  packing  of  bacon  joints,  sliced  bacon,  cheese  and 
hams  has  been  further  developed. 

On  the  1st  October,  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  came 
into  operation.  The  system  of  meat  inspection  which  has  prevailed 
over  the  years  in  this  Borough  has  adhered  so  very  closely  to  what  was 
previously  the  Government’s  “recommended  standard,’’  that  the 
institution  of  “statutorily  compulsory  standards’’  caused  somewhat  less 
impact  upon  the  department’s  routine  than  might  have  been  antici- 
pated. However,  the  new  Regulations  required  the  carcase  stamping 
system  to  be  put  into  effect  and  the  overhaul  by  Messrs.  Harris’s  Works 
Study  Experts  of  the  slaughtering  and  dressing  line,  has  rendered  the 
Public  Health  Inspector’s  duty  even  more  of  an  assembly  line  nature.

(3)  Diseased  or  Unsound  Meat  and  Food 

Both  traders  and  the  public  seek  advice  regarding  suspected  food 
and  during  the  year  ninety-one  such  requests  were  made  by  traders, 
whilst  complaints  from  the  public  numbered  nineteen. 

In  the  case  of  such  complaints,  a full  investigation  is  carried  out 
and  useful  results  have  been  achieved  in  relation  to  the  turnover  of 
stock  in  traders’  premises.  The  drastic  changes  which  have  come  about 
in  recent  years  in  pre-packing  and  deep  freezing  of  foodstuffs  have 
made  stock  turnover  of  prime  importance  and  in  this  connection 
retailers  have  been  found  to  be  in  need  of  advice  and  scrutiny  which 
does  not  appear  to  be  forthcoming  from  manufacturers. 

In  addition,  judgment  was  given  and  surrender  accepted  in 
respect  of  the  animals  examined  in  the  course  of  the  daily  work  at  the 
Bacon  Factory.  The  various  diseased  or  unsound  conditions  are 
detailed  in  the  following  tables.  All  surrendered  foodstuffs  were 
disposed  of  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department.

The  County  Council  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  within 
the  Borough  and,  as  such,  take  routine  samples  of  food  and  drugs  for 
the  purpose  of  detecting  adulteration. 
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(5)  Registered  Premises 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food 


and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  is  as  follows  : — 

For  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream 3 

For  sale  only  of  ice-cream  117 

For  storage  only  of  ice-cream  1 

For  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages,  or 
potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food 
intended  for  sale  45 
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The  above  figures  show  a decrease  of  one  in  the  number  of  premises 
registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  At  only  two  of  the  premises 
registered  for  manufacture,  was  ice-cream  in  fact  made. 

In  all  cases  the  premises  are  inspected  and  any  necessary  improve- 
ments effected  before  registration  is  granted  by  the  Council. 


(6)  Ice-Cream 

The  bulk  of  the  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district  is  pre-packed  ice- 
cream obtained  from  the  large  national  and  provincial  manufacturers.

NOTE. — Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the  hygienic  quality  of  ice- 
cream and  to  the  experimental  error  of  the  laboratory  itself,  it  is  unwise 
to  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  on  any  given 
sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on  a series  of  samples.  It  is 
suggested  that  over  a six-monthly  period  50  per  cent,  of  a vendor’s  samples 
should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per  cent,  in  Grades  1 or  2,  not  more  than 
20  per  cent,  into  Grade  3,  and  none  in  Grade  4. 

It  is  further  suggested  that  if,  out  of  the  four  grades  recommended,  ice- 
cream consistently  fails  to  reach  Grades  1 or  2,  it  would  be  reasonable 
to  regard  this  as  indicating  defects  of  manufacture  or  of  handling  which 
calls  for  further  investigation. 
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
